In the story by Frederick McCorraick, THE 


TRIBUNE'S special correspondent in Siberia and 
Manchuria, the first installment of which is 
printed today, is a graphic picture of conditions 
in that part of Siberia within the control of the 
Japanese military establishment. It is a story 
of sordid intrigue and conscienceless 
terrorism 


tinder a Japanese military leader whose conceits 
seem to find particular pleasure -in outrages 
against American citizens. 


Under General Oi, former Japan's eornmander- 


tn-chief in Vladivostok, Lieutenant Langdon of 
the American navy was murdered a year ago. 
tinder General Tachibana, Ors successor, Major 
Clarke was arrested by Eussians in the pay and 
tinder the direction of Japanese, and a second 
plot immediately launched against Major Clarke 
•which contemplated bis murder. The "frame-up"' 
concocted by Japan against Clarke as a technical 
justification for the Russian agents included 
four other Americans as objects of Japan's ter- 
rorist program to drive Americans out of Si- 
beria. 


While not mentioned, in this list, Mr. McCor- 


mick, THE TEIBCXE-'S correspondent, was himself 
attacked by assassins in the hire of Tachibana 
.as he crossed tie Siberian frontier into Man- 
churia at the railway station of Pogranitznia, 
with the obvious intention to murder him if that 
was necessary in order to seize his private docu- 
ments and notes. 


Vladivostok is today the rendezvous .of crimi- 


nals from all Asiatic quarters — ex-convicts from 
Siberia, emigres from ''.Vest Hussia who were 
forced to flee when lhe«Czar was overthrown, 
commercial murderers, prprocateurs, criminals 
from China and Korea. They arc employed. by 
the Japanese military administration for every 
contpmptible^purpose.
